(a) adding a preservation solution to said biological material, the 
preservation solution comprising one or more polyphenols and 
d extra n ; 

(b) freeze drying the biological material; and 

(c) storing the biological material under appropriate storing conditions. 

55. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 54, wherein the one or more 
polyphenols comprise one or more catechins. 

56. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 55, wherein the one or more 
catechins are epigallocatechin gallate (EGCG) catechins. 
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57. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 54, wherein the one or more 
polyphenols are derived from green tea extract (GTE). 

58. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 54, wherein the preservation 
solution does not comprise a significant amount of glycerol. 

59. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 54, wherein the preservation 
solution does not comprise a significant amount of DMSO.

62. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 54, wherein the preservation solution 
further comprises trehalose. 

63. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 54, wherein the preservation is 
cryopreservation, the preservation solution is a cryopreservation solution, and the 
freeze drying of step (b) is to a temperature below 0°C.

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 54, wherein the biological material 
comprises cells selected from the group consisting of red blood cells (RBC), white 
blood cells (WBC), mononuclear cells (MNC), umbilical cord blood cells (UCB), 
hematopoietic stem cells (HSC) and bacteria.

(a) adding a preservation solution to the biological material, the 
preservation solution comprising one or more polyphenols , dextran, 
and being free from any polyalcohol; 

(b) freeze drying the biological material; and 

(c) storing the biological material under appropriate storing conditions.

30% of the biological material remains viable.

50% of the biological material remains viable.
